composers, from Wober to Offenbach, 
and from Beethoven to Brahms. Like 
tbo fiddlers of KrUqff 's table, who wore 
"good men but bad musicians," Bee- 
thoven's waltzes are good as music, but 
detestable as ipi'slc for dancing. 
Not BO 


the waltzes of Weber, tho inventor, or. 
at loast,tho porftctor of tho form, whose 
irresistible Invitation to the Waltz etill 
remains tbo most melodious and most 
rhythmical specimen of this fascinating 
class ot music, Tho Invitation to tbo 
Walz was not, It need scarcely bo said, 
written as dunce mnsk;;p3ut a walta that 
cannot be danced to deserves to be put 
iu tbo eamo category as songs that can- 
not bo sung-, and Weber's typical, mon- 
umental waltz, at once the most class- 
ical and the most romantic example of 
tho style, seems as introduced with Ber- 
lioz's orchestration In that master's ver- 
sion of "Dor Freischutz," to have been 
primarily written to suit tho steps of the 
dancers. Beethoven's waltzes, with all 
their beauty—which, since they nro the 
work: of Beethoven, ono Is boundto ad- 
mit—might have been written to accom- 
pany tho steps of those elephants 
who, 
in the circus of Imperial Rome, 


iwero trained to walk on tho tigbt rope. 
: Modern waltz music comes almost 
exclusively from Vienna. Chopin, in- 
deed. Is tbo. only composer, not of 
Viennese orgln who'hos written perfect 
waltzes. Some of tho Viennese waltz 
makers were not, U is true, born at 
Vienna. Gung'l for Instance, was a 
Hungarian. But tbo composer te some- 
times formed by his audience, and at 
Vienna a beautiful waltz Is more readily 
appreciated than elsewhere. Lanncr, 
Lahitzky and th« Strausses all belong 
by birth or adoption to Vienna, 
For 


tho last sixty years all Europe has 
danced to tho music of waltzes by some 
membcre of the Strauss family; by 
Johann Strauss the elder, or Johann 
Strauss the younger, or by ono of the 
brothers of this younger 
Johann. 


Among other groundless accusations 
brought against The English bv Heine 
{•who, however, becamqrcconclled to ns 
before he died.) Is that of being unable 
to waltz in time oven to the music of 
Strauss. It was on tho authority of 
Johann the older that Hoino made this 
charge, which in tho present dav will be 
received with incredulity. That the 
Strausses possessed, and that the youn- 
ger members of tho family still possess, 
ii special aptitude for waltz composi- 
tion, amounting almost to gcmus, can 
scarcely bo denied; and negative proof 
of this is given by the comparative fait 
ureoffar greater composers, such as 
Donizetti and Verdi, who have both 
written formal waltzes; the former in 
tho third act of "Don Pasqualo," the 
latter iu tho first act of "La Traviato. 
Of lato years ninny composers have 
written waltz melodies for tho voices. 
Venzano is believed to have originated 
'this style, which has been continued with 
Ktrikiug success by Arditl. Gounod, In 
his,Komoo and Jnllct, has written for tbe 
heroine a very charming waltz, to whick 
pcdantio objection has been mode on the 
untenable ground that the waltz form 
was not known in the daya of the Monta- 
gues and the CnpuTotS.' Tho'earliest 
specimen of the waltz for tho voice 
occurs, so far ns I know, to Ghnka s 
second and last opera, Ruslan oLudtnln,

Revival Scenes at the Methodist 


Oamp-Meetlnff. 


Attendance Large, Weather Fine, 


and Interest Increasing. 


MONDAT, ACOUST 25-APTBBNOON. 
The afternoon meeting at half-past two 


was made remarkable on account ot the 
visit of BOY. Thoa. Harrison, "The Boy 
Preacher." Hundreds waited to greet 
him; amongst them were numbers he had 
led to Christ in the great revival at Deca- 
tur, and others who had never seen him 
before. He came on the ground near the 
time of service fresh and jubilant as a 
general of a thousand victories. He says 
this year has been the best year of his life. 
Since the camp-meeting at Jacksonville 
one year ago he has seen shout 6,000 
snved, nnd during his ministry in the re- 
vival work 38,000 souls have swellod the 
results of his labors.

The exercises commenced by singing. 


Prayer was offered by Bev. G. W. WiUon, 
evnngelist, after which "Is my name writ- 
ten there" was sung. Mr. Harrison led 
in a prayer of unusual feeling aid power.
